Tne regulations are cited as 
the Public Health (Animals and 
Birds) (Amendment) (No, 2) 
Regulations, 1956. 

Tha explanaiory noto states: 
Regulstion 35 of the Public 
Health (Animals and Birds) 
Regulations empowers the 
Director of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Forestry to quso 
any discased animal or bird to 
be slaughtered. There {ts no 
provision obliging the owner or 
person having charge of the 
unimal or bird concerned to co- 
operate In the slaughter and it 
is considered that such a 
provision is destrable 

The new regulation 35 sub- 
siituted by these regulations ac- 
cordingly empowers the Director 
fo give directions to the owner 
or person haying charge and 
requires that the animal or bird 
to be slaughtered shall bo dealt 
with In occordanee with such 
directions.’ 

Fallute-to comply with such 
directions would render the 
animal or bird Hable to forfel- 
turo under: section 9 ‘of the 
Fublic Heatth (Antmals ond
